HARK BEHCHi "la your D«Ofib»r issue ((198611)), you say, "Christmas is 
lov*. Chanukah is love also....May all of you be blessed In this season 
of love*" Th* general id** her* in that Christmas and Chanukah have a 
significant comaon theae. They do not* not 'love* or anything tlse. 
Attempts to squat*, lb any significant way, Christmas and Chanukah act 
to th* detriment of both holidays. What they have in common la just a 
setter of timing - they both appear around the Winter Solstice* Visually, 
they will both rely to son* degree on 'lights, ' as do most religious holi- 
days around th* Winter Solstice. 

"Christmas deals with events that are Cosmic, and world-shaping, 
Chanukah celebrates * much more mundane matter; a military revolt* probably 
with some civil war mixed in. In a nutshell, a neighboring king had In- 
stalled the Gr**a pantheon of gods and goddesses in the Hebrew Temple in 
Jerusalem* The Jews organised armed resistance, and eventually prevailed. 
The point her* isn't which Is a better religion) the Jews had monotheism 
of course, but they also employed animal sacrifice as part of their Temple 
practice. The point was their right to practice their religion as they 
saw fit, rather than as their neighbors saw fit. 

"Quite a while later a legend was added to the story, vis. when the 
Temple was retaken, only a small amount of sacred oil was found, enough 
for Just one day, yet it lasted eight days. This was an odd and r*th*r 
inconsequential miracle. 

"Chanukah has some links to som* other Jewish practices* The willing- 
ness of the Jews to relight their oil lamp even though there was not 
enough oil, is mirrored later In the struggle of some Jews in the USSR 
to practice their beliefs even though it 'seems impossible. * There is 
also the Haccabean flames, a comprehensive sports competition held in 
Isra*l. Th* accent her* is on physical prowess - which is how the Jews 
prevailed in the original Chanukah event. 

"But this has nothing to do with Christmas. Christmas celebrates 
peace, and Chanukah a military rebellion. Christmas celebrates the birth 
of a child, and hence of a religion; Chanukah celebrates the regaining 
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of that which was lost. ChrlatHB is « day of great importance, Chanukah 
is * minor festival. It is not s Holy Day. 

M If you auat sake a thematic link for Chanukah (and I don't concede 
that you do), m*k* it with Thanksgiving. The Pilgrim* cams here largely 
bacauas they wars not free to practlc* religion as they saw fit. They 
Moved themselves, while the anclant Hebrtva Move a the oppressors, but tha 
princlpl* Is tha sane: Direct and drastic aation la sometimes n**d«d to 
fain religious freedom* 

"The linking of Christmas with Chanukah sarrss tha interests of tha 
purveyors of cards and gifts. They ntad to s*oularis* theaa events, ao 
as to batter commercial in* then. By linking together holidays that do 
not have an authentic religious link, they dsffmphasisa the religioua cot- 
ponent of Christmas and thereby help to secularise it. Don't go along 
with this. Don't sand me a Christmas card, for I celebrate Chanukah* whisk- 
is not the anas thing. Christmas is unique, a special tins of wonderment, 
whan people oan be open to the world-shattering possibilities of change. 
Don't middle It with a apuriouo link to Chanukan* The distinctive qualities 
of these two holidays will be loot ir you try to six them together." 

((Being unqualified to comment on your historical surrey - I confess 
that I hadn*t tha slightest idsa what Chanukah calibrated - I oan only deal 
with the intent of My spurious linking and tha possible offsets thereof. 
Granted your technical points, I still don't concede an error other than 
in a phraseology which mad* on* seas equivalent to tha other. 

((The United States la ostensibly a Christian nation, and Christmas 
is one of the high points of Christian celebration* Nevertheless, Christ- 
mas has long sines ceased to be a religious holiday in this country* That 
may be the fault of vendors of toys and versifiers of cards, or it may 
reflect a gradual drift away from the deeper meanings, or it may represent 
an erosion of spiritual principles. . .who knows? It is still a season of 
the expression of love and warmth, however spuriously manlfaatadt the intent 
■sons almost universal even If the expression is flawsd. Chlldrsn arm 
given heaps of toys; maybe an extra few hours of quality parenting would 
be batter, but then again - given reality and peer-pressure - maybe not* 
Cards ar* ssnt to psople with whom one has no other annual aontaoti maybs 
you really can't stand old great-aunt Mabel, but for ones - gnashing teeth 
and all - you make tha effort to express at lsast a liaitsd feeling. And 
It goes on like this* For all th* chaos and sundry annoyances. It remains 
a time when Americana, however callous, spend soma time doing something for 
someone else. 

((I hav* no idea when, or why, th* two holidays first cam* to be 
equated, but I'd b* willing to bet that Chanukah just got sucked in. 
Non-Christians are literally forced into at least a form of participation i 
they may not intand to, but the lights are on whether desired or not, and 
lines at cheokstands are absolutely equal-opportunity. 

((T seriously doubt that either holiday is in danger of losing its 
individuality by association with the other. From the standpoint of their 
religious a«*tiings, tbsy remain separate to those who think of tbem in 
those vays ( and to those who don 1 t , th* meanings ar* probably not much 
understood or cared about in th* first place* How, if w* wer* talking 
in terns of getting back to Original ft**nlngs t sweeping away th* glitter, 
•to., than I'd agre* with you. But th* reality of it la that w* ars 
dealing not with a day, but wl th a * season, 1 an amalgamation of quit* a 
lot of things into a celebratory year— end social clearance sale* If 
lumping Chanukah In there is unfair to the original holiday, it at least 
has th* virtu* of including a group of people In well-intentioned activities 
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from which they would otherwise b« separated, but from which they still 
hare the option to separate themselves (aside froi store lines) should they 
so desire. As a utter of fact, it isn't just Chanukahf In some places, 
such as my hone (San Francisco), this merging of traditions is carried yet 
further to rope in Chines* Hew Tear, and the whol* business is extended 
even longer* But there's no damage done* because the Christ has season 
has long since been extended through our own New Tear and renaned "the 
Holiday Seaaon."

Though I've rarely even referenced it in COSTA, 1 claim to be an 
authentic and unashamsd Trekkle. That takes ■« back nearly a quarter of 
a century* to the suiitr before the TV series hit the air, when I got 
to see the pilot and fleet sou of the principals involved (including 
Shatner* Kiaoy, Roddenberry* and writers Harlan Ellison and Norman Spin- 
rad) at a sci-fi convention I'd helped organise, 

I continue to be astounded that the oraxe has continued all the way 
until now. and if anything seens to be growing* The movies are successes; 
TV reruns of the old shows continue unabated f there's now the new 'Next 
(feneration* prograa which seems to be doing well (better than the original 
in the Nielsens!) | and of course the calendars* books* magazines, fan sines* 
posters* etc*, seea> limitless* (There are even Hollywood rumors! The 
fifth of the films is now in production* rife with stories of Shatner 
trying to free&e Doohan out of ths cast****and another quirky aside is 
that several years ago George Tak«l announced that he was running for 
Congress, then bowed out with announcements that, if he ran* all the 
reruns would have to be cancelled and he and the other actors would 
lose their royalties I) 

I am reminded of all this because I have just received* courtesy 
of Brian Longs taff in England* a couple of copies of one of their 'Trek 1 
fanzines, "The New Enterprise," which seen* to be quarterly and is up 
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to I a an* 29 - let's see, that's over seven years, eh? Brian alao Included 
copies of his much aaaller related eommentary, "The Nit-Picker's Bit." 

I'm not about to suggest you all run out and subscribe t if you want 
a 'Tr«k' fanzine, lat ■* know and wa'll both go find an Aaarican one to- 
0«th«r, The ones in question here are extremely British, both in tone 
and in the nature of the news they report | unions one is a fanatic t thay 
would do ub very little good over here beyond their curiosity value. 

But this is not to say that they are poor; "The New Enterprise" ia 
in fact a superb fan tine of its type (and I used to be very such into 
BT fanzines )• Issue 28 (Not. b 8?), which I take to be representative, 
la 35 pages, opan A** photo, and contains Con listings, a WorldCon report, 
•oa« quite fine cartoons, club and pen-pal lists, various Trek-related 
news blurba (including a riotous photo-spread* unfortunately poorly repro- 
duced in apots, involving the Star Trek east and the rock group "The Firm'), 
a synopsis (studio-generated) of Episode X of *The Next Generation* (which 
is arriving on British TV only this month)* and sundry other items* It's 
obvious that a lot of this would have little appeal ovar here - liatings 
of British regional Cons, pen-pels, etc* - but a certain amount of it 
has no national barriers at all* Che WorldCon report is a true gen. 
About the o&ly real lack I would remark is the absence of any longer, 
aerious article - American fanslnes are famous for this aort of thing t 
as well as for new 'amateur* fiction, and these are the items that make 
fansinas exciting for ma. And there is no reason that, in spite of its 
theme orientation, "The New Enterprise" couldn't venture into such areas* 
Shy of that, however, it's a good bit of work, well and gladly enjoyed. 
Interested readers may enquire of Mich Clarke, 12 Jessop Close, Leasingham, 
Sleaford, Lines* NQ3b BLJ, U.X* n Dues" are U.S* S7*» presumably per annum*. 

Brian's "Hit-Picker * b Bit" is a chat *sino, mostly Brian's own fine 
writing on a variety of topics, but mainly ST or aolence-oriented. *Star 
Trek* takes up a great part of the material (seems to be 4 pages a crack), 
and to a fan the tidbits can be priceless* I chuckled mightily when I 
learned that British TV proscribes four of the original episodes (for 
excessive violence, 1 gather), versus only one not shown over here (owing 
to Leonard ffimoy having gotten an injunction against It)* Brian Isn't 
perfect, however, he does repeat the misinformation that the original 
cast get no royalties from reruns* (James Doohan has said that royalties 
formed the majority of his income in the years between the TV series and 
the films.) unlike "The New Enterprise," this one isn't as overwhelmingly 
British, and If one has an interest in the general subject areas. It will 
prove a fine perspective.
